Purification of 
Sugar Described 

Chemical Industry Club 
Visits Sugar Refinery 

A very successful visit was paid, on 
Tuesday afternoon, to the St.-Law- 
jence Sugar Refinery by the members 
of the Chemical Industry. Club nc- 
comi)anled by Dr. JJibbert. The .Super- 
intendent, of tho plant, Mr. Bardorf, 
kindly con. sen led to act as guide and 
thanks to his clear and detailed cx- 
plunaticns of all the processes the trip 
■was a moFt instructive one. 

The raw sugar, almost all of which 
comes from the West Indies, is re- 
ceived In bags. The bugs are emptied 
and washed in hot water .-.o as to re- 
cover any sugar that may have ad- 
hered to them. Tho plant is run on 
the gravity system, so the sugar is 
hoisted lo the top floor. All the hn- 
purllic!- In tho sugar are contained In 
a thin film of molasses which sur- 
rounds each crystal of pure sugar. 

These Impurities are largely re- 
moved impurities In sugar by churn- 
ing the sugar with molasses. Water is 
not used, as much of .the sugar Itself 
^vould be lost. The molasses Is scp- 
araled from tho sugar in ccntrlguges 
and tho sugar dissolved in hot water. 
This gives a yellow solution which l.s 
■till however quite "smoky". This so- 
lutlou Is treated with dlatontaceous 
earth which rcmo^-cs practically all 
the Impurities but not tho coloring 
maltor. Afior fillrulicn 11 cmcigcs .'ik 
a brilliantly < lear yellow li<|Uid. 'J'liis 
yellow colurritioii i.s removed by p.iss- 
Ing tho solution tlirougli animal char- 
coal filters. 

Tho sugar is crystallised from the 
pure solution in vacuum pans where 
the size of the crystals Is carefully 
controlled and kept uniform. The 
cryfct;jlK arc separated from the mother 
liquor in centrifuges from which part 
goes to dryers, later to be put Into 
bags, and tin: rest to ntachlnes which 
make it Into cubes, bars and other 
shapes. 

Molasses Makes Brown Sugar 

The iiiol.'i.sscs uiirteigoi's very sim- 
ilar ti'e:iliiii-iit .ind 1.-; eventually con- 
verted into Iji'jwn .sugar. 

,Jl''rom various parts of the plant, 
solutions containing small amounts bt 
sugar, called "sweet waters" are col- 
lected and concentrated In multiple- 
effect evaporators whlcli are run In 
batteries of three, and In which eva- 
poration takes place at reduced pres- 
sure. ^ , . ■ 

The plant generates 
power jy means of steam; engines. An- 
other feature pointed out was the bat- 
tery of kilns JÎ1 which the charcoal 
was regenerated after use in filtration 
by Jie.itlriK Ip red lieiil im to des- 
noy the organic maiter which hD,d 
|)een adsorbed. ,

On the occasion of tho Commerce 
Junior's ninth Industrial A'Isit, the 
plant of S. 3. Joubert was Inspected 
yesterday afternoon. Professor T. 
■\'illard was in charge of the visit. 
Only half the class made tho trip 
yesterday, the other thirty will have 
an opportunity to do so this Thursday. 

Thrço bçltling .p.nd, cajiDlng 'l'AÇlijn*^.'» 
tilled tho bottles and capped tlicm 
after the bottles had been hcrupulonsly 
cleaned. The bottles were fed by over- 
head pipes which were connected with 
the pasteurizing plant. In tho pas- 
teurization process, a row of colls 
through which the milk passed gradu- 
ally, raised Us temperature from 43 
degrees to IIG degrees. 

High Grade Milk Uced 

Tho collection of milk is made in 
summer by trucks and in winter by 
expres.s. All milk sont to the dairy 
must comr; up to the standard.s set by 
the Local ileulth Office.^ Farmers 
must keep their premises ^in Al con- 
dition, and frequent samples of milk 
aro taken. These samples go through 
the sediment test lo (ieternilno the 
amount of foreign material, and the 
Babcock test to determine the amount 
of butler fat. The results are put on 
tho former's score card and ho Is paid 
accordingly. The cows arc all tuber- 
culin tested.

Dr. Wuodhcad, Chairman of Classic- 
al Department nt McGlU, Introduced 
Dr. Clover as n personal friend as welt 
ns a /unions speaker. The title for the 
opening lecturer wii.s, "The Greek". 
Discovery Of Individual 

The great work of the Greek was 
tho discovery of the Individual. Her 
whole history Is filled with men who 
were and nre famous us Individuals. 
Solon, stated the chief power of 
Greece l;iy In this. There Is the story 
of the Greek who Iravollhig In ligypl 
was .ilruck by the fad that the 
Kgypllan was Incapable of accepting 
anything new. His race to tho con- 
trary was most willing lo accejil 
everything lhat was of interest lo 
liinm. 

Our own present day system of 
eclucalloii seems to aim !il HUi)i)re3,sliig 
all .signs uf Individiiiilism In children. 
Dr. Glover staled lhat when Greece 
organized education she crushed the 
Individual spirit; or rallier when In- 
dividualism bccamo c.xlincl Greece 
started education. 

Herodltus Above Us 

IlerodilUH, who suffers grciitly from 
his hiibll of e.vngeriilloii, I.s In truth 
way uliovo UH. "Wc need a slcp-ladder 
lo reach lilm. Ho was after the facts 
and why worry If a fow lies aro lo be 
fuiind In his works. It is I'luto who 
says, "Tlierc iiro lies ot the llpn nml 
lies of the soul. The Anglo-Kaxon re- 
gards the former aa tho worst. It l3 
largely a. mailer of opinion. 

Hocrales found a basis of nioralily 
and thai is what Ihc world of to-day 
needs. Tho present day Greek is lo 
be admired only fur his great past.

Calder is known throug'nout 
Canada on account of his e.Tp«rlence 
as a criminal lawyer, on account of 
his interest in Ensrltsh Literature and 
on account ot his ability as a speak- 
er. In regard to speaking, Mr. Cald- 
er engaged Clarence Darrow, the fa- 
mous American Lawyer, of Criminal 
cases, in a debate on the subject of 
capital punishment. The debate was 
enthusiastically attended and caused 
considerable discussion when the 
speeches were subsequently published. 
In regard to literature, Mr. Caldcr's 
interest extends from Detective Fic- 
tion to Mr. Pickwick! 

Detective Fiction 

It would be hard to dlifover a more 
popular subject than tho subject of 
to-day's meeting. During the present 
century and especially since the 
World War the ^•ogue ot tho detec- 
tive story has been enormous. Yet 
the dclecllvo story is of comparatively 
recent origin. It Is difficult to find 
antecedents before tho 19th century.

Planarians Are 

Ice-Age Relics 

Dr. Carpenter Confirms Eu* 
ropean Idea on This Point 

That tho distribution of the Planar- 
ians in Wales is consistent with Eu- 
ropean ideas on the subject was af- 
firmed by Dr. K. Carpenter, la the 
paper which she gave yesterday, in 
tho Biology Colloquium. Tho tltlo ot 
the address was "An ecological Stu- 
dy of Ice-age "Relics." 
, The Planarians, in their' three 
forms, havo been studied by many in 
Europe, but tho study i>î a difficult 
one for several reasons, of which the 
most important is Iho fact that 
worms do not stay in the same place, 
as plants do, but move about a great 
deal, 

European Species 

These, .studied In Europe, have been 
I logarded as relletcd species of tho ice- 
ase. Tho evidcnco for this must be 
that they live In cold streams: since 
it i.s thought that ihey fringed the 
glacial cap, which covered a great 
part of Kuropo during the Ice-Age. 
Their distribution is discontinuous; 
and they reproduce In cold .weather. 

Early reconls in "Wales seemed de- 
finitely ill disagreement with Kuio- 
pean results, and Dr. Carpenter 
worked .on tills- subject to clear up 
difficulties.' Iter work showed that 
.absence ot tho Alpino species from 
tho cuhl .spvin.i;^ In Wales w;is ap- 
purcritly duo lo untavorahlo o.xygen 
content, and possibly to tho unfavor- 
able chemical nature ot tho water. 
Climate Favors Distribution 

It was found that where slroums 
wero cold, well aerated, — after run- 
ning over falls, — and ot favorablo 
typo ot origin, tho distribution ut 
l'lan.arians was normal. Further, 
during tho summer months, tho 
worms wero confined to upper cold 
palls, t>ut wero found in lower-parts 
in winter, when the temperature^ 
were tavourable.

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his charges there have been times when 
he has been forced to firmness, and most 
of these cases, he claims, occur with a 
peculiar type of student: — those with dot- 
ing parents. These, ai-e hardest to manage 
and hardest to teach. Tliey have usually 
never before known anything approaching 
to a rigid discipline, and are for the most 
part consistently poor studcnt.s.' 

To overcome the difficulty occasioned 
by an influx of this typo of undergraduate, 
the Dean suggests that an examination b;e 
set not for the candidate for entrance, but 
for his parents. The questions would deal 
mostly with their relationship to their son 
and would be couched in such a way as to 
bring out any damaging facts which might 
exist. One of the questions would be "Do 
you think your son is well above the aver- 
age for his age and social class?" If the 
answer is in the affirmative, admission is 
denied.

Where Do They Go 

A WAY back in our high school days we 
seem to remember that the school was 

about evenly divided between girls and 
boys. Even before that, in the dim past, 
when we attended grade school, there were, 
if our memory is good, a larger number of 
girls than boys. Now, in college we look 
around us and find that the men outnum- 
ber the women by something like five to 
one. . 

This is not a local condition. In Toronto 
the proportion of women is considerably 
lower. In moat co-educational institutions 
in the United States it stands higher; while 
in England and the rest of the British Isles, 
the figure is given by recent statistics at 
four to one. 

There once came to our attention an 
interesting little pamphlet entitled, "What 
happens to the fifth grade boy?" It seems 
that he gets into everj' known difficulty. 
At twenty, four of him are dead. One is a 
permanent cripple. Five of him are earning 
less than fifteen dollars a week. Ten more 
are earning less than twenty dollars a 
week. Of the entire class of thirty, one 
single representative has survived acad- 
emic mishaps and is quietly settled down 
at college. 

If this is the fate- of the fifth grade 
boy, -what of the fifth grade girl? Only a 
small fraction of her ever reaches the uni- 
versity and the status of the rest remains 
a sealed book; for no one could even hope 
• to sell insurance on the miserable showing 
of the fifth grade girl. 

It is rather difficult to assign a reason 
for the fact that men in college outnumber 
women by more than five to one. Educa- 
tional advantages are the same for both 
sexes. Neither can plead that the other is 
favoi-ed ; and from examination results it 
would appear that women are at least as 
able as men for college studies, 

The only forceful argument coming to 
mind is one which would prove that there 
should be more women than men in pur- 
: .suit of higher learning; for a girl just out 
of high school is unable to earn anything 
for her own support, whereas a boy could 
turn to and render financial assistance to 
the family. In short it is cheaper to send 
a girl to college than to send a boy, because 
the earning capacity of the latter is much 
greater than the earning capacity of the 
former. But there must be a fallacy some- 
where in this argument because invariably 
the boy is packed off to college and the girl 
kept at home. 

. But the difference between the enroll- 
ment of the sexs at the university is per- 
haps due to the fact that as yet parents do 
not realize that higher education is just as 
imporant for female offspring as for male. 
In the present day world the educated 
woman has an equal chance with the man 
in all bj'anches of activity, and parents 
seem to be the last to realize it. 

There has been a good deal of discus- 
sion on this subject of late in England. At 
Cambridge they have gone so far as to 
advocate a womans' college for every 
man's. We anticipate no alarming influx at 
McGill for some time yet, but when it does 
. come it will relieve our minds about the 
fate of the fifth grade girl.

Venice Is possibly the only city In tho world 
which has absolutely no other form of land trans- 
portation that that aupplled by the currying power 
ot the weary human. Not even donkeys wend their 
nsslnino way through the alloy-ways and no form 
ot a cart or barrow la even seen. Tha reason for 
this while not at once apparent ia navertholess 
cosily understood, and la not caused by the narrow 
of tho afreets, or the density ot tlie throng which 
Infests them ao much as by the fact the many 
alleys on the different islands making up tho city 
are Joined by bridges which are «lulto uniquo. Tho 
streets themselves are, at high tide, very little 
above sea-level and the bridges must bo built in 
such a way that they may rise ' to considerable 
height to allow tho passage of the gondolas be- 
neath them at high water.

tlio spoils of Darius, there w.ia a 
smnll embossed box. Alexander ap- 
propriated It to carry his copy of 
Homer "In during his travels in Asia. 

Some say ho owed' his great victor 
les to his father's generals, Cut fhls_ Is 
not altogether right. Tho spirit of 
Archllles was In him. Uc posacssed 
genius, not Just talent, and crushed 
the Persian 'power by folr and square 
methods. Not only did he plan and 
take part In battles, campalgn,s and 
marches, but at the «.une time he 
wrote numerous letters to his friends, 
und organised his. great empire. 
Giographicat ' Invcatigatlena 

llo lifted tho world to a new plane 
of thlnitlng, politically and theologi- 
cally, and gave us a great deal of 
geographic knowledge. When he saw 
crocodiles in the Indus, he tbouglil it 
might bo tho upper Nile, so he snlled 
down, fighting as ho went, to the In- 
dian Ocean. Ho wanted to return 
home by eon \>ul his captains refused. 
Finally he found one who agreed to 
sail west and went up tho Persian 
Gulf. 

Alexander possoBScd Greek culture, 
Persian manners and dignity. Ho got 
away from tho city-state Idea, and 
spread Greek culture everywhere, 
combining pollUcal c^panslçn with 
geographical growth. It has been 
said that he brought about the "mar- 
riago of east and wcst.|' He was u 
bclleVer in rational amusements and 
the freedom ot the mind. 

Great armies meant great kings, 
niid great kings meant powerful king- 
doms with less Internal strife. The 
Celts in his armies were magnificent 
fighters and saved Greek civilisation 
for us. Athens was tiio worfd's cen- 
tre of culture. 

Our minds are only partly upod at 
the present dity. Will posterity lie 
grateful to us us we arc to thv 
Greeks'/ Dr. Glover does not think 
so, for our eolll^lllUlion^^ are only 
iiialcilal and will lie .siipvrecdod, 
whereas those of the Greeks will en- 
dure forever, lis It chance or fate 
that rules'/ These words are not 
found in tlie New Testament. 

Alexander has beci'i Ido'llsod by gen- 
erations of people. In .Me.dlevnl flayt 
his story was one of tho four great 
story cycles, Arthur Charlemagne. 
Troy, and Alexander. 

The nc.Kt lecture of this scries will 
be t'ivcn tu-nlglit, the subject being 
"'i"ho llonian." .

Tho first international air- 
mail was flown In 19:o, from Seattle 
to Victoria, U.C., a. route that Is now 
flown daily throughout the year.

October Conditions in Canada 
Reported in Royal Bank Letter 



General Business 
Structure Not Fortified 
By Period of 
Deflation 



Within tlio past few weeks a num- 
ber of writers on financial su> Joels 
havo ciprrssed tho opinler. timt In 
spito of tho unfortunate recession in 
business occasioned by tho recent 
sharp decline in commodity prices, 
the general business structure has 
: 1 cT slrcn^t.honed by this p»r,'od of 
('cliatlon. This view la csbenlially 
unsound. 

It is aiilto iriio that when tho price 
of the individual commodltv declines 
as iho result of ovcr-prod,ietlon, the 
rcMiltanl decrease In output and the 
closing of the less efficient plants 
does leave tho individual industry as 
a whole In a belter position. for future 
profits. When, the general price, level 
declines, however, there Is no corres- 
ponding l«nefil to the whole of in- 
dustry. 

rrom 1920-1929 the North Ameri- 
can continent cspcricnccd a golden 
ago of exceptionally good relation- 
ships between management and la- 
bour. On tho whole, tho period was 
one of steady improvement in the ef- 
ficiency of industry which permitted 
u. corresponding increase in tho level 
of real wages. Tho high level of 
wages, the oxccUent profits of in- 
dustry and the good feeling between 
labour and management, were made 
possible by tho stable price level. 
Reduction of Wage Level 

If commodity prices should be sta- 
bilized at tho present level, one which 
is substantially l>elow the level of 
l'jîe, it will follow that tho world 
must go through the bitter struggle 
involved In decreasing wages. In the 
years between 1921 and 1925 Ihc capi- 
tal structure of Industry l>ecame ad- 
justed lo the current price level. The 
wage level of 192C cannot be main- 
tained by industry when the Pi.-jducts 
of industry bring in a substantially 
decreased return. In a like manner, 
the value of stores, of the factories 
and equipment of Industry, and of 
real estate in general, must respond, 
though slowly, lo a reduction in gen- 
eral prices. 

Tlio wage earner, and particularly 
those who belong to unions, ore much 
more antasonistlc toward a Ctop In 
the number of dollars in their week- 
ly envelope than toward a decreased 
buying power for the individual dol- 
lar. The first cost of the atablUza- 
tion of prices at present levels will be 
exceeded by the later costs Involved 
In tho lung struggle lo bring wages 
down proporlionalely. Strikes and 
lock-outs lower a country's standard 
of living by decreasing both tlie vol- 
ume of production and consumption. 
There Is no doubt that high wages, 
meaning large buying power, are 
most desirable for labour, but such 
buying jiower must be the product of 
long continued improvement in tlic 
efficiency of industry and of increas- 
ed output per worker. This end can- 
not be attained as a. result of a sud- 
den docline in the price level. A per- 
iod of decreasing prices has always 
been inar}ced by widespread unem- 
ployment and increasing numbers of 
lockouts. It is the desire to avoid the 
varied losses of such a period that has 
led the most farseeing economists to 
urge, upon tho central bunks, policies 
which will lend lo bring two specific 
results: 

1. Tho restoration of prices to the 
level of 19-0. 

-. The slabili/.alion of the general 
price index at that level. . 

It is also true that a lower price 
level upsets tlio retallon.slilp between 
Ihc value of bonds and common 
slocks. In general, the lowered price 
level gives incre.ised purcliasins pow- 
er lo the rccIpIonlK of a fUcd ijicomc, 
e.g., the .bondliolder; in like manner 
tho decreased total income of the 
company brfngs a disproportionate 
fall in the earnings of common stocks. 

Forms and agricultural machinery 
wlilcli wore bought at tho iilgh prices 
which prcvaJIcd In 191S to 1920 were 
unable to sliow a, reasonable return 
on cost when the prices of the farm 
products dropped to liie level of the 
succeeding years. Tho interest pay- 
ments on the mortage required a far 
larger proportion of lolal farm income 
in 1922:and 1923 than In 1019 or 1920. 
It la almost sclf-ayident that if these

prices rcinain nl their pix<scnt level, 
tho farmer will bo confronted with 
vrar.s of hard limes. In.sofar as Ih'' 
drop In agrlciillurnl prices Is a part 
of tho general price movement, ond 
not due to the ovor-produclion of the 
individual commodity, tho difficulties 
which followed 1920 would be avoided 
It general prices were brought up lo 
the level of 1D2G, There is no factor 
that would do moro to accentuate 
agrlculturtl discontent th.an to permit 
prices to stabilize at such a level as 
to necessitate a further readjustment 
In farm values all over tho world.

(Continued From Pago One) 
sued — Indolently— his studies. Illlh- 
crlo ho had been, lo use bi.s own 
word.', "virginal to tho world's 
ferocity," and now he was faced 
with the coldness of an environment 
wlih which he was out of harmony, 
and in which there was not even a 
parent to comfort him. What might 
have been oxpoclod liappcncd; he be- 
came morose and still moro lonely, 
and developed the habit of morbidly 
exaggerating Incidents. 

Ills instructors finally gave up hope 
of liis l>ecomlns a priest, and so lie 
entered Manchester in 1877, for the 
purpose of obtaining his r.cgree in 
medicine. Two years later he fell ill 
of a fever, and while ill he read a 
copy of Do Quinccy's "Confession.s of 
an Opium-Eater," with the natur.al 
result for a person of his tempera- 
ment, that h« took opium himself. 
This undoubtedly saved lilm from an 
early tubercular's grave, and In ad- 
dition gave hlrn the necessary 
strength lo continue his existence. 
Ho failed m^iserably in his examina- 
tions, and having already decided to 
be a poet, he trudged his way lo Lon- 
don, where he lived miserably on the 
streets, lie was gradually dying of 
exhaustion and hunger when he was 
taken in and sheltered by a Magda- 
lene who nursed him back to hciilth. 
He was now discovered, and in a 
short while critics were loud in his 
|)raiscs, and ho was recognized as tho 
leading poet of his time. 

His greatest prose effort was his 
essay on Shelley, In which whole 
pages of comment nilglit, witlioiil any 
change, bo applied lo himself. Ills 
opinion of Shelley is summed up in 
the words, "To the last he was an 
enchanted child." The "Hound of 
Heaven," Ills best-known work, is 
considered by tho sj)caker, who read 
il lo bis audience, to be the greatest 
religious poem of all time. All his 
works arc characterized by a love of 
children und a facility for coining 
(luolablo expressions, X)i: Donald 
fittingly closed Willi his epilapli, 
"lyook for me in tho nurseries of 
Heaven." '

through Its stimulation of tho activity 
of Industry and trade. Tlicro were 
changes in the duties on about two 
Inindrcd ItoniH. Tiio out.slanding ro- 
vlslon.s were In the schedules dealing 
with textiles, wearing apiiarel, agri- 
cultural Implements, electrical appar- 
aluii, gasoline and shoes. 

In presenting tho tariff, tho gov- 
ernment stated that arrangements 
had been made with manufacturers 
providing for an immediate Increase 
In the number of employees In the 
industries affected, and tbeso agree- 
ments lnclude<] the provl.slon that the 
new rales should not bo used as a 
moans for increasing prices to tho 
consumer. 

Bennett'i Statement 
Tho following quotations from the 
speech of tho Hon. R. 1Î. Bennett as 
Minister of Flnunco cover the points 
mentioned, 

"Wo propose thcrctoro to provide 
tliat so far as may be reasonably 
possible the requlremcnls of tho 10,- 
000,000 peoplo living on tho northern 
half of this continent aliall bo pro- 
vided by Canadian producers." 

"Wc have very deflnito assurances 
from the producers in Uii.s country 
that us a result of Ibc action we are 
taking they will increa-sc the number 
of men and women In their iiitlls 
and fajlorles. I said tho other day Mr. 
Speaker, that the number might bo es- 
timated at 25,000 within a reasonable 
lime. I tliink that is too low an cs- 
liniale, but I desire thai the esllinale 
should be at lea.st conservative. When 
I say 25,000, 1 think I am understat- 
ing the number of men and women 
who will find employment by rea- 
son of the action that we are tak- 
ing." -. 

"I was much taken with the obser- 
vations as to llie dealrablllly of car- 
ing for the consumer; it wa.s a part 
of every address I mado during the 
last election to tho electors of the 
country. I believed It was the duly 
of this parliament'' to protect alllte 
agriculture niid labor. Industry and 
the consumer. And I say to you, air, 
and to this house, that with respect 
to the ltem.s that are dealt with in 
these schedules, wo have definite and 
positive assurancea from the manu- 
facturers that their enactment will 
result in no Increase In prices." 

Tho accompanying 'tttblo shows a 
few of the tariff changes under some 
of liie more Inii'orlanl headings. 11 
gives the new rates, the old rales, 
the volumo of imports In the fiscal 
year ending in March, 1930, and some 
statement as to the most Important 
source. 

The wording of the tariff on gaso- 
line has been changed so that where- 
as 80% of tim total g.asolino enter- 
ing the country In lO'Jfl camo in tree 
of duly; the now tariff would make 
practically all imported gasoline du- 
tiable. 

Traction engines for farm pur- 
lioses, less than $1,400 In value, now 
come in free of duty, but authority 
has been granted tho aovcrnor-in- 
Councll lo place ilutics of 10%, 15% 
and 26% respectively when Ibcy arc 
manufactured In subslnnlial quanti- 
ties in Canada. 

The countervailing duties, as such, 
have been repealed, but tho agrloul- 
lural products whioli curried Ihcso 
duties now bear rates of duty oqill- 
valcnl lo ilic diille.s. which havo been 
in force in recent monlli.s. 

Tho provisions coiicernlng dump- 
ing duties havo been mado much 
more rigorous and tho maximum rale 
of such special duly has been in- 
creased from 15% to 50%. There was 
also a provision tliat even lliouKb 
goods come inio tlio country free o'f 
other duties, there can be recourse 
lo tho dumping clause. 

Tho duties oh butler were raised 
from 4 cents, 6 cents and 7 cents per 
pound to S cents, . 12 cents and 14 
cciil.'^. respc.:llvcly. Thin .should prove 
of siibKlanlal a-ssistaiice to Ihc dairy 
iiidi^try.#
